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were not deſtitute by PavLzs miniſtery; 
we thinke we heare men ſpeake parables,if 
mention be made of the comming of our 
Lorde Ieſus, then we tremble.But many of 
vs,can ſay the belcefe,the Lordehis prayer, 
and the tenne commaundementes;and yet 
God knoweth, without vnderſtanding. or 
fecling. Neuertheleſle, we think our {clues 
to be 1n as good calc, touching our ſoules 
hcalth,as the beſt of you all.

haue fayd, we think.itto be playn ynough, 
that theſe men entred not in at the doore 
into the ſhcepe-folde, but climed vp ano- 
ther way,and therefore, by the verdict of 
our ſauiour Chriſt, they are theeues and 
robbers, whoſe comming tendeth only to 
ſtcale,to kil,and to deſtroy.

The ike we 
readin theprophetEzz c u 1 s 1. Cap. 34+ 
where it is written, after this manner. Thus 
faith the Lord God vnto the ſhepheardes 
Wo bevnto the ſhepheards of Iſrael, that 
feede themſelues: (hold not the ſhepherds 
feed their flocks? Ye cat the far & cloath ye 
with the wooLyc kill them that are fed;hur 
ye fceede not the ſheepe: the weak haue ye 
notſtrengthned, the ſick haue ye not hea- 
led, _ hauc ye bound vp the broken, 
nor brought againe that which was driuen 


away 
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away, neither haue ye ſought that which 
was loſt, but with cruelty and rigour, hauc 
yeruled oucr them, and they were ſcatte- 
red without a ſheapherd, and when th 

were ſcattered, they were deuoured of

God, which is the end of the miniſtery, as 
S.Pavt writeth to the Epheſjans.But icing 
we haue the exprefſe wordes of the ſame 
ſame Apoſtle to Truorn 12, willing him, 
& in him al paſtours to preach the word, & 
to be inſtantin ſeaſon, and out of ſeaſon, & 
to continue therein as alſo the example of 
himſelf, which he recommended to the El- 
ders of Ephcſus, & conſequently to all Pa- 
ſtors to be imitared, ſaying : Watch there- 
fore,& remember that by the ſpace of three 
yeeres, I warned cuery man night and day 
with tcares;this controuerfie may ſoone be 
ended, yea the wofull experience almoſt c- 
uery where, which is the ſchoolemaſter of 
fooles,doth make open proclamation, that 
theſe 4.ſermons are to ſlender a diet for vs. 
But if it were graunted (will ſome {ay) that 
it is fit, yea neceſſary,that cuery congregati- 
on ſhould hauca painfull preacher or two, 
if ir be greater; which we take to be as clere 
as the went and denied of none butof Pa- 
piſts and Athiſts: yer were it pity(lay they) 
to difplace theſevnlearned Curates,and to 
rurne them 8& their family forth a begging. 
Butwereirnota greater pity by farre,to ſec 
theſe blind guides th&ſelues to fall into the 
pirof hel, & 4 multitude of fouls in the " 
iat 


that are almoſt innumerable to follow thE, 
there to ſtarue & pine away eternally, be- 
ing depriued ofall toode that ſhould com- 
fort them? Nay,ſcing they did neuer fiycar 
for the place which | haue inuaded,nor 
entred in by the dore, but climed vp ſome 
-other way by euil means, & no good faith, 
& being centred, haue made hauocke of the 
Lord his flocke, & therefore moſt worthil 
are called thicues &robbers,by the mekeſt 
man that euer was : they may thinke them- 
ſelues very mercifully delt withal, that they 
may quietly depart away with bag &«bag- 
gage, and returne to their old occupations 
againc,from whence they came,without a- 
ny furtherpuniſhment.

they hauenot giuen warning from God, 
out of his ode he requireth in rhe pro- 
phetEzzca1s; that ifit be poſſible one 
way,or other,God his wrath might be pa- 
cified in true humbling ofthemſelues;with 
many teares before the throan of grace,and 
they waſhed clean from the bloude of all 
men,by the rich mercies of God it Chrift 
Teſus.Wete not this a better way by a thou 
ſand degrees; for theſe men them ſelues, 
though no regard were had of vs, then to 
ſuffer them ſtill to ad bloud vnto blod,vn-
